Along the greater part of the front 
the advance of the infantry was stren 
uously opposed.

and a Htrgf pocket of the Germans was 
reported to he still holding out at mid 
day. although entirely surrounded. 
The famous redoubt 
named 
“the 
Harp.” only a little less formidable 
than the noted “ Labyrinth,’* was <ap 
tured with virtually the whole b a t t a ’ 
Ion defending it. Several “ tank ’’ were 
se**n climbing Telegraph Hill, which 
com m auds “the Harp," and probable 
bad much to do with the su rre n d er of 
this position.
